A CRASH IN AIR 


THAT SHOOK THE COUNTRY FOR 
MILES AROUND.

A Terrific Explosion of Dynamite in Council Bluffs 
Causes a Vast Amount of Damage---The Peo- 
ple Become Terror-Steicken at the Horri- 
ble Scene---Cause of the Casualty. 

Couxci. BLUFrs, lowa, September 27, 5 o’clock.— 
Last evening, just at the olose of Garfield's memo- 
rial exercises, the city was shaken to its very center 
by a terrific explosion. Instantly a great volume of 
smoke was seen to ascend in the southwestern part 
ofthe city. An examination into the cause of the 
explosion, disclosed the fact that, on 
Saturday last, a carload of gunpowder, billed 
as common blasting powder, reached here over 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad, on 
its way to Denver, Colorado. The Union Pacific 
company refused to receive the dangerous freight, 
and the car was returned to the Rock Island yards, 
when from some cause it exploded with fear- 
ful force last evening. The concussion de- 
molished the company’s round house and re- 
pair shop of brick, and the freght house 
of frame, besides forty or fifty freight 
cars and dug a hole in the ground fifteen feet wide 
and forty-five fect in diameter. Large windows in 
all parts of the city were shattered, pieces of plas- 
tering torn from the houses and havoc strewn in all 
directions. Windows were even broken by the c on- 
cession in Omaha, on the opposite side of the river, 
and as faras the Missouri Valley junction, twenty 
miles north of us. The loss will foot up several 
hundred thousand dollars, 
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A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT 

@n the Canada Southern HKallread at Amherstburg 

DETROIT, September 27—The passenger train on 
the Canada Southern railroad due here about one 
o'clock this morning while being transferred 
across the river from Amherstburg to 
Grosse island met with an accident. 
The transfer boat owas = run with such 
force against the dock at the island as to throw for- 
ward the sleeper, which ran along the track on-the 
boatand plunged headlong into the water. The 
passenger coach immediately behind it was also 
forced forward and the forward truck went over the 
end of the boat. The coupling between this 
coach and the one behind did not break, however, 
and the car hung over the end of the boat at an 
angle of 45 degrees and one end justtouched the 
“water. The engines of the boat were at once re- 
versed, and as it backed away from the slip, the 
sleeper, Which had fallen inte the water, rose and 
turned over on its side the trucks attached 
to it having gone to the bottom. All was confusion. 
The passengers in the sleeper clung to the side out 
of the water, and tried to break through the win- 
dows and cried for help. Sixty or seventy others, 
who were in the passenger coach behind, were 
panic-sgicken, and rushed pell mell for the 
end of the car farthest away from the water. 
Seme of them clambered out at the sides and fell 
into the water, Others of the passengers who stood 
on the deck of the boat saw the danger of those in 
the stream and plunged in to rescue them if possi- 
ble. The passengers and trainmen clambered 
on top of the coach floating in the’ water, 
broke open the windows and pulled out the drip- 
ping occupants, When all in sight had been rescued 
it was found that of fourteen passengers in the 
sleeper three were missing. The darkness of 
the night and the confusion, and 
the. fact that nearly Wall the passen- 
gers Were strangers to each other, made 
it possible that all were rescued, but it also leaves a 
painful uncertainty as to whether thereare not sev- 
eral persons drowned. Six passeggers went down 
with the car, but were rescued with 
the exception of a man named Bloom, who 
occupied section 11. A careful search for him was 
made, but he had not been found at last accounts.

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NEW JERSEY WANTS HIM. 


The Question of Guiteau’s Trial New Prominent. 
Rep BANK, N J, September 27--The legal authori- 


ties of Monmouth county have addressed the attor- l 


ney general of the state and the attorney general of 
the United States upon the propriety of filing counts 
before the grand jury of Monmouth county, at its 
meeting uext Tuesday, against Guiteau for the mur- 
der of President Garfield. It is held that the waiver 
of the ecoroner’s inquest by the state does not de- 


rive the grand jury of this county of its power to 
ndict and try the .criminal; also, that the 
criminal .law of New, Jersey does not 
disgualify a citizen from serving on the jury simply 
because he has expressed an opinion on the case to 
be tried. If Attorney-General Stockston, of New 
Jersey, and Attorney-(icneral MacVeagh consider 
that the trial can be held here the prisoner will be 
brought to New Jersey. The prosecutor of pleas, 
Honorable John Lanning, of Monmouth, has de- 
cided to file before the grand jury an indictment 
against Guiteau simply as a precautionary 
measure sO that if the Washington 
authorities deem it best to have the trial in New 
Jersey; there shall be no gap left for the escape of 
Guiteau by legal quibbles under the law of the 
district of Columbia.

FEDERAL HAPPENINGS, 


SHOWING THE DRIFT OF PUBLIC 
EVENTS. 


Secretary of State Blaine Ha’ His Mind Made Upto 
Go, and Postmaster-G i James Has but a 
Blender Grip---The Cowardly Conduct of 
Guiteau--He Quakes at Every Sound. 


WASHINGTON, September 27.—It is stated here 
upon the authority of intimate friends ef Seeretary 
Blaine that he has positively determined to leave 
the cabinet at once, and will send his resignation to 
President Arthur in a few days, and will probably 
not return to Washington for some time. It is said 
that Secretary Blaine has no desire to remain in the 
cabinet, and that the affairs of the state department 
and routine of his duties are now painful to him, in 
view of his intimate relations with the late 
president. There nothing, so it is said, 
Secretary Blaine holds, which requires 
his continuance at the head of the state department, 
All its affairs are in such a shape that a new man 
can take hold without any difficulty or embarrass- 
ment. Those who claim to knew of Secretary 
Blaine’s: intentions, say he expects President 
Arthur to constitute a new cabinet, and really 
thinks he ought to do so... Secretary Blaine has put 
a stop to the further construction of the fine resi- 
buildin; 
materials are for sale, which looks like he does not 
expect to reside in Washington in the future. 

It is contended here in some quarters that the 
legal term of Postmaster-General James will expire 
on the 10th of next month. The act of congress 
creating the office of postmaster general provides 
that he shall hold office one month after the expira-

pointed. As President Garfield died September 19, 
it is maintained by some that his term of office then 
ended, ard thatin one ‘month from that date the 
term of Postmaster-G@neral James will expire by 
limitation.

When infermed by the district attorney, to- 
day, that the grand jury would undoubtedly indict 
him next week and advised him to make prepura- 
tions for his defense, he requested the district attor- 
ney to telegraph to ghis brother-in-law, 
Scoville, of Chicago, that he is ¢ompelled 
to fall back on his relations, If no counsel is pro- 
vided, the court will, of course, assign him eounsel, 
though this may not be an easy task, as the lawyers 
here areall averse to appearing in the light of 
Guitean'’s counsel. None of them want to uttera 
word that would tend to save his neck. “Guiteau 
still clings tenaciously to the delusion thatif he can

will Be aéquitted. Since he has learned of the death 
of President Garfield, he has,on several occations,ex- 
pressed gratification that his murderous work was 
accomplished, always speaking of it as the Lord's 
will, and accompanying his remarks with the regret 
that his victim suffered so much. He pretends to 
expect that he will yet get the sympathy of the 
wople, In conversation with one of the 
fail guards, last Friday, he said; _irrever- 
ently, that he was sure the American peo- 
pe would, after President Garfield was 
yuried, transfer their sympathy from that lump of 
clay (referring to the dead president) to him. He 
does not express or feel any remorse for his cowardly 
aet, but has great dread of mob violence. He has 
been in a constant state of fear since President Gar- 
tield died, and if he hears any unusual noise or 
steps of more than one person approaching his cell, 
he endeavors to conceal himself under his bed. 


MRS. McELROY. 


Will She Preside Over the White Heuse fer Preal- 
dent Arthur? 

The Albany Times of Thursday prints the fol- 
lowing: 

A rumor came over the wires this morning that 
President Arthur’s sister, Mrs Mary McElroy, of this 
city, is the lady who will preside in the white 
house, A reporter called at once upon Mr John E 
McElroy, husband of the lady, whose name is men- 
tioned in the dispatch, and asked as to the truth of 
the report. Mr McElroy said that it was probably 
the mere guess of some one, who had committed it 
to paper, Neither he nor his wife knew anything 
of such an arrangement, nor was it at all likely 
that any such would be made. It is true 
that Mrs McElroy has always been Mr Arthur's fa- 


| Vorite sister, and that his son and daughter have 


all summer been under her care; but she has fam- 
ily duties of her own—four young children—and it 
is hardly possible that she could reconcile these 
with the prea of the white house. Mr 
McElroy said further that, while he was not detin- 
itely informed upon the subject, he thought it very 
probable that President Arthur would not 
make his home at the white house, at least 
for some time te ecome. General Arthur's 
son Allan has just entered Columbia college, and 
itis more than likely that the president will con- 
tinue his New York establishment for the pres- 
ent. it hardly seems possible, however, that 
the president can long remain away from the 
executive mansion, sO necessary is it that there 
should be somhe place where the courtesies of the 
hation may, be extended to foreign ministers, 
embassies, ete. It also seems necessary that the 
lady who shall preside over the executive's house- 
hold, if he be unmarried, should be a relative. 
The proprieties require this. She may be only 
nominally the mistress of the house; she may live 
almost secluded; she may havea lady friend on 
whom the whole burden of entertaining may really 
fall, butcustom and public opinion will call for 
some relative to fill the position, so that after all 
Mrs McElroy may have to find her way, as so many 
do, through the maze of conflicting duties, and that 
path may yet lead her to the white house door.

Mrs. Fremont on the Garficlda

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GARFIELD IN LIFE. 
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Some Characteristic Letters to Relatives in Ohlo-.- 
His Christian Life. 

CLEVELAND, September 27.—In conversation with 
Henry Boynton, a cousin, of General Garfield, who 
lives on the farm where the general was born, he 
said, regarding the late president’s belief and char- 
feter: ‘James Garfield was a devoted Christian 
student. At night. we always read the Bible to- 
We a)ternated nights ia 
conducting the service of prayer. His con- 
science was always very sensitive, and I 
should characterize his Christian life as a 


very earnest and pure one, The Rey. William Little, 
now living at Willoughby. was at that time con- 
ducting a series of meetings here. A revival began, 
and he was one of the converts, When they heard the 
news everybody rejoiced, for they understood the 
value of the consecration of such a strong mind. He 
made no half-way start. He took a decided stand for 
Christ at once, and was very. soon identified with 
the revival work.’’ Mr Boynton then went toa desk 
and began overhauling u drawer within it. It was 
full of trensures that money could not buy. He 
showed the invitation to Garfield’s marriage, writ- 
ten on plain paper, in Lucretia Rudolph’s own 
handwriting. He also showed a commencement 
rograinme on which was announced an oration by 
Saenen A Gartield on the subject, ‘The Student.’’ 
There was also announced a colloquy in which he 
sustained the part of Pope Leo X. He also showed 
the old “secretary's book’’ of the Philomathean so- 
ciety, a literary association which Garfield helped 
to organize in 1849. He also showed a letter directed 
to Miss Alpha A Boynton, in Gartield’s own hand- 
writing, as follows: 
WASHINGTON, February 28, 1874.—Dear Allie: 
Yours of the 15th instant came duly to hand, and 
made us aél glad to kuow thatthe dear hensehold 
at the old home were well and happy. Thew deserve 
tobe so. Iecan hardly realize that a new generation 
of young people are treading the paths that your 
father and I so lately trod and felt that life was but 
just opening to us its duties and dangers. To think 
of your younger sisters as living and working in the 
old places so sacred to me makes you seem a kind 
of representative of those who were my mates and 
playfellows there twenty-five years ago. One 
would almost think you would sometimes meet 
the spirits of those who made up the circle of that 
“arly time when we were young. Perhaps, how- 
ever, it is better that the generations move on out of 
each other's way. So do not be disturbed by any of 
our ghosts, forif they ever wander in the moon- 
light under the trees and near the old school house 
Lassure you they will be harmless phantoms that 
flit back only to look and long, to dream and hurry 
away. At the present moment the family are thus 
disposed of: Aunt Eliza is up stairs quilting, Crete 
is sitting near me; Harry is away taking a music 
lesson, Jim and Mollie and Irwin are having a roar- 
ing play in the basement, and the baby is asleep.

DOWN TO THE SEA. 
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THE CAMPAIGN AROUND ATLANTA 
DISCUSSED, 


An Ancient Letter of General Joseph E. Johnston 
Brought Out Which Sheds Some New Light 
on the Subject--The New York Tribune’s 
Comments Upon the Same, Etc. 


Macon, August 13, 1864.—My Dear Sir: I have had 
the pleasure to receive your friendly letter. The 
reasons assigned for my removal are, ‘‘failing to ar- 
rest the advance of the enemy to the vicinity of 
Atlanta, far in the interior of Georgia,’’ and “‘not 
expressing confidence that leonld defeat or repel 
him.’’ After the battles of the Wilderness, General 
Lee adopted precisely the course which I followed 
and gained great glory by it. He fell back as far as 
I had done, and much more rapidly—or rather less 
slowly. The enemy also penetrated much more 
deeply and extensively into Virginia than into 
Georgia. iI have never known sensible men to re- 
gard confident language as evidence of merit. 

A few days before my removal General Bragg 
assured me that he had maintained in Richmond 
that Sherman's army was stronger than Grant’s, It 
is very certain that General Lee’s course has satisfied 
the government and country and added to his great 
glory. 

The relative strength of Sherman’s army and 
mine made the chances of victory, in case we at- 
tacked, in his favor. At Dalton he had a fortified 
pass close in his rearas a place of refuge in case of 
mishap. In moving south he advanced 
fortifying, and therefore always had an 
intrenched position close behind him. Victory 
could not have been decided for us under such cir- 
cumstances, While defeat would have been ruiri- 
ous. We therefore kept near him to take advan- 
tage of any exposure of himself that he might make, 
but he made none of a general character, such as 
would have justified battle, and repelled his almost 
daily partial assaults with trifling loss, while he on 
ull such occasions suffered heavily. We fell back 
before him ninety-three miles in seventy-two days, 
The sum of our losses was about 10,000. His we es- 
timated at five times as much—from the opin- 
ions of experienced officers, reports of prison- 
ers taken daily, and statements of northern 
papers. This course, if continued, would soon 
have so reduced the disparity of numbers as to give 
us the advantage in battle: and if we could have 
defeated the enemy on this side of the Chattahoo- 
chee, his destruction was certain. I therefore 
thought, and still think, my plan of operation 
correct. 

We are living here quietly and comfortably, in 
spite of the excessiye heat. Give my regards to 
Whiting, and believe me yours very truly,

Comment by the New York Tribune. 

An ald letter from General Joseph E Johnston, 
late of the rebel army, has just been published 
giving his reasons for conducting the Atlanta cam- 
paign of 1864 wholly on the Fabian policy. The 
letter was written very shortly after the close of that 
campaign, and is valuable not only because freshly 
written while the facts were clear in his memory, 
but for the reason that it was indited before the full 
results of the campaign in Shérman’s march to the 
sea were reaped or could be foreseen. It is, more- 
over, invaluable in that itclearly points out to con- 
stant dangers to which Sherman's army was ex- 
posed, and the great diffigulties which it had to 
overcome. 

It is a capital summary of what was probably the 
most difficnit and the least k n wampaign of all 
the war. It was characterized by no great battle; it 
was a campaign of mancetivers, and none of the 
frequent combats of divisions and corps of the 
armies which were brought into contact by flank 
extensions and night marches attained to the digni- 
ty of a pitched battle. It was a constant fusilade of 
sinall arms and duels of artillery for over a hundred 
days—seventy-two General Johnston says, but he 
_— only of the time previous to his removal, For 
the reason, probably, that its salient points are not 
many and its incidents not marked, the campaign 
of Atlanta has never had its due meed of praise. 

The march to the sea was a holiday parade com- 
pared tothe advance on Atlanta. Its only combat 
was the assault of Hazen on the fort at Savannah, 
and that was simply recreation for his old veterans; 
while from the first combat of McPherson’s corps 
with Johnston's rear at Rescea, until the flanking 
forces of our right wing literally ran over Hardee's 
corps twenty miles below Atlanta and forced its 
evacuation, there were at least ten minor engage- 
ments, each of which was more se- 
rious than the single one before Sayannah., 
During the hundred days’ advance on Atlanta 
the soldiers slept on their arms, and the pickets 
lived in gopher holes, above which they hardly 
durst raise their heads for fear of the enemy's 
sharpshooters. On the march tothe sea they car- 
ried their muskets at ease; the march was much 
what we now calla go-as-you-please affair, and 
gopher holes were exchanged for the softest beds in 
the fairest mansions of the south. While there 
was a coustant firing of the pickets du- 
ring the advance, on the march to the sea 
the army did not fire a round to the man, un- 
less at chickers or turkeys or like adherents 
of the enemy. Sherman in his advance 
strictly excluded all citizens from his camp and 
even along his line of supplies, shipping actual resi- 
dents to the north by thousands; while on the 
march to the sea his army was followed by a great 
train of freedmen and women, and almost every 
soldier had a body servant. Jt was ‘‘bacon and hard 
tack’’ on the advance; they lived on the fat of the 
land on the march, Theadvance was at the rate ofa 
mile a day through mountain fastnesses the whole 
way; on the march the soldiers went at a swinging 
pace twenty miles a day over plains as level almost 
ax our northern prairies. One was a campaign of 
daily fighting and nightly funerals; the other a hol- 
iday of fun and frolic by both night and day; and 
on the march the only signs of war they saw were 
the destruction of bridges, the flames of storehouses, 
and the devastation of the railways. 

Yet the frolic of the march livesin song and soet 
the death-like struggle of the advance is hardly 
told in history; and its true history will probably 
never be written, partly because it is difficult to 
write; the details are so monotonous, the incidents 
so few, and so disconnected. There is nothing in- 
spiring to be said in telling of a stealthy movement 
of a mile or two miles to the right or left, to force the 
enemy to abandon his works, only to find him 
the next day intrenched in new ones. For these 
reasons the true history of this campaign is never 
likely to be written. There are inany pwoints of 
grave interest connected with these two campaigns 
which we should like to see settled as definitely and 
clearly as General Johnston’s brief letter explains 
his well defined policy of defence in the Atlanta 
campaign.

Houses closed this after- 
noon,

of the deceased president. Religious services 
were had at the Methodist church, Rey, Dr. 

His discourse was one of 
the grandest that ever fell from the lips of a 
Mpeaker; it possessed power and cloquence 
and pathos unsurpassable. The Eufaula Rifles 
were outin fullluniform, and the occasion

Seventicth Day---September 27, 
THE SENATE. 

The senate met yesterday at the usual hour 
and was called to order by the president. 
Prayer was offered. The roll.was called, and 
the journal read and approved. 

Mr. McWhorter moved a reconsideration of 
the resolution in relation to the lease of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

Mr. Guerry raised the point of order that 
the resolution, having been acted on by the 
house, the senate could not reconsider its ac- 
tion. 

The chair sustained the point of order. 

Mr. Hawes moved to take up the bill in re- 
lation tothe management of the convicts. 
The bill had been aniended in the house. 
Fhe senate refused to concur in the amend- 
ments. : 

The bill to authorize purchasers of railroads 
to form corporations, Was taken up and the 
house amendments agreed to, 

The bill to provide for a more efficient 
granting of diplomas by medical-colleges, was 
taken up and amendments of the house con- 
curred in. 

The following bills were read the third time: 

A bill to prevent the distillation of any 
corn In this state. Indefinitely postponed. 

A bill to fix and determine the manner of 
returning fortaxes, lands divided. Passed. 

A bill to require ordinaries to register the 
names of parties to whom marriage licenses 
are granted. Lost. 

A bill to amend the act incorporating the 
town of Conyers. Passed. 

A bill to regulate the sale of pistols. Lost. 

Senator McWhorter offered a_ resolution 
appointing a committee to remain over three 
days to bring up the unfinished business of the 
legislature. Adopted. 

The senate receded from some of their 
amendments to the appropriation bill, paying 
porters; also refused to recede from its amend- 
ment to pay $1,600 to public printer. 

A bill to repeal an act entitled an act to en- 
courage immigration to Georgia. Passed. 

The senate agreed to a committee of confer- 
ence on the appropriation bill relative to the 
appropriation for the public printer; also, to 
a conference committee on the convict bill. 

A bill to provide for payment of insolvent 
cost to solicitor of Hancock county. Passed. 

A bill to change the time for revising the 
jury lists in this state. Passed. 

A bill to abolish county court for Troup 
county, Lost. 

A resolution authorizing the governor to pay 
printing bills of railroad commission. Passed’ 

A bill to repeal an act establishinga board of 
commissioners for Murray county. Laid on 
the table. 

A resolution abolishing the office of state ge- 
Ologist. Dassed. 

A billto promote medical science in this 
state, and to provide subjects for dissection. 
(The bill gives to medical colleges the bodies 
of convicts and strangers‘ who die in the state, 
where no family or friends claim them.] 
Passed. 

THE. HOUSE, 
the house met at 9 o'clock. 
tev. EK. J. Henry, of Fannin. 

Mr. Stanford had given notice of a motion 
to reconsider the action of the house on Sat- 
urday on the senate bill known as the general 
temperance bill. This bill had been defeated 
on Saturday for lack of a constitutional ma- 
jority. 

As Mr. Stanford declined to press the mo- 
tion this morning, Mr. Northern renewed it, 
and supported it earnestly. 

Mr. Bull moved to lay the motion on the 
table. Carried. 

The house took up senate bills on their 
third reading, as follows: ¢ 

To amend section 1377 of the code, relative 
to quarantine jurisdiction. Passed. 

To regulate and fix the mode of appoint- 
ment and term of the state librarian (the goy- 
ernor to nominate to the senate). Passed. 

To amend an act to enable purchasers of 
railroads to form corporations, An amend- 
ment by the house committee on corporations 
was adopted, and the bill passed. 

To provide for the more efficient granting 
of diplomas by medical colleges. Mr. Miller 
moved to amend by striking out “license” 
and to provide for the issuing of diplomas 
only. Adopted and the bill passed. 

The house considered in committee of the 
whole the senate amendments to the house 
bill making additional appropriations to those 
contained in the last appropriation act. The 
house concurred in fo of these amend- 
ments, and disagreed to one giving additional 
pay to the porters of the two houses, also to 
ene making an appropriation of $1,600 to pay 
arrearages claimed by the public printer of 
1878-9. 

Mr. Barrow moved that the house insist on 
its amendments to the bill for the better reg- 
ulation of the convicts, ete., disagreed to by 
the senate, and ask for a committee of confer- 
ence. Agreed to, and Messrs. Barrow, Post, 
DuBignon, Maddox, and Turner of Monroe, 
a on the part of the house 

A senate resolution requesting the house to 
return the bill for the promotion of medical 
science was agreed to. 

The senate took up the following house bill 
returned from the senate with an amendment 
and cencurred in the amendment: The bill 
toamend the act to_ prescribe the mode of 
making tax sales by Inunicipal corporations.

The senate having refused to concur in the 
house amendment to the additional appropri- 
ation bill striking out the item appropriating 
$1,600 for arrearages claimed by the public 
printer of 1878-0, the following conference 
committee was appointed by the house: 
Messrs. Miller, Reese, Wheeler and Hutch- 
ins. 

The judiciary committee reported that they 
had found nothing wrong in the lease of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad, and believed 
the security given by the lessees to be suffi- 
cient. 

Senate resolution declining to receive United 
States bonds in payment of the balance of 
the lease of the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
road, was concurred in. 

Senate resolution accepting the appraise- 
ment of the committee — to assess the 
ralue of the old capitol building at Milledge- 
ville, and instructing the governor to settle 
with the authorities of Atlanta on that basis, 
was agreed to. 

Mr. Render offered a resolution returning 
the thanks of the house to Hon. J. B. Wheeler, 
representative of Waker county, for his ser- 
vices to the state in moving the previous ques- 
tion. Unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 

On motion, the house adjourned until 3 
o'clock p.m.

These figures tell the story of the new sub- 
division movement better than any comment 
can. In Georgia at the opening of the war 
there were only 62,005 proprietors; in 1880 
there were 138,626; and this remarkable in- 
crease occurred almost wholly between 1870 
and 1880. Between 1860 and 1870 the increase 
ras not greater than it was in any ante-bellum 
decade. These facts seem to indicate that the 
great industrial change whichthe war brought 
about hasonly just begun.

In Alabama 
only 6,513 farms are over 500 acres, in Arkan- 
sas 2,441, in Delaware 75, in Florida 1,029, in 
Georgia 10,508, and in South Carolina 5,328.

LAWLESS NEGROES. 

The attitude of TH. Constitution toward 
the colored people has been so hopeful and so 
friendly—it has defended them from unfriend- 
ly criticism so often—it has labored so con- 
tinuously to impress upon them their duties 
and responsibilities—it has so often attempted 
to fortify their self-respect by words of kindly 
advice—that it is with peculiar regret we 
recognize the dangerous position in which a 
large body of them = placed themselves last 
Monday. If we had been told that any num- 
ber of negroes in. Atlanta—large or small— 
would array themselves against the authori- 
ties of Atlanta and threaten the peace and 
good order of the community, we would have 
repudiated the charge as a slander upon a 
worthy class of citizens. 

The events reported in yvesterday’s Constr- 
TuTION would have been disgraceful at any 
time, but, occurring as they did to mar and 
disturb the solemnity of a day set apart for 
honoring the memory of a republican presi- 
dent—one who had made himself conspicuous 
asa champion of the negroes—they are abso- 
lutely shocking. In every other community 
throughout the land the day was one of unos- 
tentatious grief and mourning. That it should 
have been disturbed in Atlanta by the wilful 
lawlessness of a mob of negroes is peculiarly 
humiliating and distressing. 

The details of the disgracefal affair were 
given in THe CONSTITUTION yesterday with a 
tolerable degree of fullness, and we have the 
evidence of our own eyes that they were given 
without exaggeration. We shall not dwell 
upon these details, but we propose to make 
them the occasion for saying to the leaders 
and teachers of the colored people, that they 
cannot too soon impress upon the minds of 
their charges the necessity of keeping within 
the limits of the law. It is plain to us that 
the advice given them in Tue ConstItuTION 
on deaf 
Our friendship for them and our interest in 
their future have had not the slightest effect 
upon them, They utterly fail to recognize 
their duties and responsibilities, and they are 
wilfully blind to the terrible consequences 
that must ensue should they ever succeed in 
breaking down the barriers of the law. They 
are careless Of the fact that such conduct 
renders their friends powerless and feeds a 
prejudice more fatal than any prejudice of race 
or color—the prejudice of a community of 
law-abiding citizens, which feels that it isthe 
center of a lawless element, ready at any mo- 
ment to break out in mob violence. The 
colored preachers and colored leaders have 
great responsibilities resting upon them. It 
is for them to inculcate%in the minds of this 
unfortunate race respect for the law: to teach 
them that those who have been the victims of 
lawlessness owe it to themselves to uphold 
the dignity of the law and preserve the peace 
and good order of the community. 

Not one of the hundreds of colored men, 
who were flocking behind the policemen in 
charge of the negro arrested at the opera house 
—notone of the hundreds of -colored men 
who assembled in front of the police 
station, threatening a rescue, knew whether 
the prisoner had been justly or unjustly ar- 
rested. Self respect and respect for the law 
should have taught them that the courts are 
the proper place to right the wrongs of indi- 
viduals. Every negro who assembled in the 
mob, or who attempted, or intended, to in- 
terfere with the officers of the law, laid him- 
self liable to be shot down in the streets. If 
the mob had been a white one, the liability 
would have been the same, though we doubt 
whether a mob of whites would have escaped 
as lightly. 

In this connection, and while on this sub- 
ject, we must be permitted to remark that 
there seems to be a most astounding tendency 
on the part of the colored people to wink 
at lawlessness. We have a case in 
point quite as disgraceful as the mani- 
festations last Monday. It is a case the par- 
ticulars of which we have heretofore sup- 
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Sherman and Rutherford 
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ago, a little colored girl, about fourteen years 
of age, while engaged in putting flowers on 
the grave of her mother, ewho had died the 
day before, was attacked by a negro man who 
made an outrageous assault upon her. Her 
cries brought assistance, the wretch was ar- 
rested, and carried before the recorder where 
such strenuous efforts were made in his behalf 
by colored men that he was fined only $25 
and sentenced to serve a term in the chain- 
gang. In spite of this leniency, colored men 
who are not ignorant and who figure promi- 
nently among the negroes of Atlanta, went to 
the mayorand besought him to reduce the 
fine and remit the sentence of the monster 
who had assaulted the little negro girl. 

As the efforts of Tue Constitution and 
their white friends seem to have no sort of 
effector influence upon the negroes,the duty of 
teaching them their responsibilities as citizens 
must devolve upon their preachers and polit- 
ical leaders. These cannot begin too soon. The 
colored people should be taught that their own 
safety, as well as the safety of everybody, de- 
pends upon the law. It is the law, and the 
law only, that affords protection to black and 
white. The colored people should be taught 
that when mobs undertake to right the wrongs 
of individuals, the law wil! assert itself at any 
cost, and the law will always be successful. 
It is best for the mob and best for the individ- 
ual that the law should be successful. They 
should be taught, moreover, that neither white 
nor black mobs will be tolerated in Atlanta, 
and this fact should be impressed upon them 
with great solemnity.

AN ATLANTA DUEL. 


Ready Except the Young Man whe 
Falled te Come to Time. 

A duel was to have been fought yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, near Mason and Turner’s ferry, 
but was prevented by the non-appearance of one of 
the parties. 

For some time past Mr Willie M Cheshire, a young 
gentleman who is well knownin Atlanta, has been 
teaching school at Ivy Bower, near the ferry. 
Among the young men in that neighborhood is a 
MrSA Turner, son of a well-to-do farmer, who, 
like Mr. Cheshire, stands well in the eyes of all who 
kuow him. For some time there was a bond of 
friendship between Mr Cheshire and Mr Turner, 
but about two mouths ago a misunderstanding oe- 
curred which eventually led to an agreement 
to settle the differences according to the code. Soon 
after the trouble—the exact natureof which could 
not be ascertaiued by THE CONSTITUTION reporters— 
first happened, Mr Cheshire was informed that Mr 
Turner had been making remarks about him of 
such character as was calculated todo him harm. 
He at once sent a verbal message to Mr Turner, 
telling him that he had heard of the re 
marks,and asking him to cease circulating 
the evil reports. To this message Mr Turner re- 
plied by writing a long letter, in which he severely 
denounced Mr Cheshire and admitted having made 
the statements. He also used quite an amount of 
abusive language and closed by telling Mr Cheshire 
that he was not only willing but anxious to meet 
him at any time and place to settle the 
difficulty in any manner that Mr. Cheshire 
might suggest. After reading the letter, Mr Ches- 
hire consulted with friends who advised him to 
pay no attention to it until his contract as teacher 
expired. Thinking their advice good, he followed 
it, until Friday last, when his school closed; then 
Mr Cheshire wrote MrTurnera note acknowledging 
the receipt of his challenge, and saying that he 
would meet him at 1 o'clock Tuesday 
morning, near Mason and Turner's _ ferry, 
foranadjustment. This letter Mr Cheshire caused 
to be delivered to Mr Turner, and then came to 
Atlanta to prepare for the affray. After reaching 
town he secured a second, who engaged Dr, Dean 
as surgeon. Mr. Cheshire then remained at his 
home in Atlanta until yesterday morning, When - 
he and his second and his surgeon left for the 
place agreed upon. Before leaving town he ascer- 
tained that Turner had received his note and that 
he had expressed a determination to fight him to 
the end and therefore the Atlanta party went fully 
prepared for a fight. . 

When they reached the ferry their watches told 
them that they were fifteen minutes ahead of 
time and they quietly sat down to 
await the arrival’ of Turner and his 
friends, but their waiting was useless, as he did net 
appear. 

It seems that the duel became noised about in- 
Turner's neighborhood, and quite a crowd gathered 
near the ferry to witness the combat that was pre- 
vented by the non appearance of one of the prinei- 
pals. The fact that no effort was made to arrest 
Mr Cheshire and his friends, loeks as though 
Mr ‘Turner's absence was not due _ tothe 
legal hand of a constable. After waiting until after 
11 o'clock Mr Cheshire and his friends left the field 
and returned to Atlanta, feeling asthough they had 
gone to the ferry for nothing. 

Mr Cheshire is a young gentleman of about 
twenty-three. He is well known in Atlanta, and 
has a large cirele of friends who will 
be glad to know that his acceptance of the 
challenge has brought him no _ hurt. He 
isa young man of good habits, excellent character, 
and as such is respected by all who know him.

The senate went into executive session and 
confirmed Frank L. Haralson, FEsq., as state 
librarian for the term of four years.

Senator Price, chairman of the conference

Speaker Bacon addressed the house as fol- 
lows: 

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: Our 
official duties have ended and our record is made 
up. Our labors have been exceedingly arduous 
and wearying. Nov-house of representatives within 
my experience has had so great an amount of work 
imposed mpon it. Besides the numerous elections 
to properly deal with which would require the time 
of an inary session, the amount of legislative 
matter acted upon hax been immense. Over twelve 
hundred billx have been considered in this house. 
The large majority of these have not originated with 
us but with the people athome. They have con- 
sidered these measures important to their interests, 
and in the exercise of their guaranteed constitutional 
right to appeal to the government they have asked 
ls to enact them as laws; and we, as the law-mak- 
ing powers would haye been false to our duty and 
recreant to our trust if we had _ refused 
to examine into their requests and 
to supply their proper needs. This has been a hard- 
working, industrious legislature. During all the 
summer heat in the midst of great personal discom- 
fort, and to_many at much inconvenience, the 
members in these halls, and in their committee 
rooms, have labored unceasingly night and day with 
this mountain of legislation; and if my judgment is 
of any value, I wish to say here that no body of men 
of equal size and restricted to the same methods of 
procedure could have properly- disposed of the 
work in less time. No idling has been here; little 
or no unnecessary discussion has been here; but 
there hasdeen a great deal of hard, steady work. 
In the difficulty of reconciling conflicting opinions 
some important measures haye failed, and some 
measures supported by decided majorities have 
been lost because of the new eonstitutional pro- 
vision which requires eighty-eight affirmative votes 
in this house and _ twenty-three aflirmative 
yotes in the senate for the passage ofa bill. Butin 
spite ofall failures, that which has been accom- 
plished will contribute much to the progress and 
development of the state. 

To me personally this is the close of a long legis- 
lative service. I cannot with indifference sever 
an official relation which has existed for solong a 
time that ithas become as it were a part of my 
every-day life. For me therecluster in this,hall the 
associations of twelve sessions. Since they began 
what a change has been wrought in the condition of 
the state. Then all was doubt, distrust and uncer- 
tainty: but step by step at each succeeding session 
those measures were adopted which have brought 
order, confidence and a superb public credit. I 
know that it is a caqmmon thing to depreciate the 
office and the woe of a state legislator; but 
it is a depreciation which flows from a 
mistaken and an inconsiderate judgment, for he 
deals with measures which most nearly concern 
the dearest interest of the person and property of 
the citizen. Andin this—which is probably the 
last word that I shall ever utter as a member of the 
general assembly of this state—I desire to say that 
that while I claim no peculiar credit to myself in 
the accomplishment of this great work, I shall ever 
cherish and prize the recollection that it was my 
fortune to assist those who lifted the state from the 
depths of her adversity and trial to her present 
proud position of prominence among her sister 
states. 

And during these past few days, when the realiza- 
tion has pressed home upon me that my services 
here was drawing to a final close, my mem- 
ory has been busy in recalling the many 
scenes through which I ere have 
passed, and the many hundreds of those 
with whom I have come in and gone out in the dis- 
charge of public duty. Most of them have returned 
to the honored stations of private life, some having 
been transferred to more prominentif not more use- 
ful positions in Spublic life, while others of them 
have crossed the waters of the dark river. 

But gentlemen, 1 trespass upon the time of this 
final hour. Withit will practically cease our con- 
nections with fellow-legislators, The calls of our 
business interests, and the yearnings for the home 
greetings that await us, hastens us to begone; but 
believe me that amidst the business and pleasures 
of home there will come the quiet hours tn which 
our thoughts will recur to these scenes, and memory 
will again people this hall with the forms of those 
with whom we have here been so actively assoeiated., 
Then will we know what we now so imper. 
fectly realize, the strength and _ tenderness 
of the attachments which have here been formed. 
The noise of the contention will then have been 
hushed and the divisions and rivalries will have 
ceased and in the heart and memory will survive 
the friendships which have here had birth and de- 
velopment. 

Gentlemen, I hesitate to pronounce the final 
word, for that word will finally sever the official re- 
lation that binds me to you. Your confidence, 
your support and your forbearance have made this 
relation a very pleasant one tome. During all the 
years there will remain the recollection of your 
unvarving kindness, and while the official tie 
must be severed, I trust that there may never be 
broken the golden links of friendship which bind 
us together.

The Oration of Captain Henry Jackson, on the Occa- 
sion of the Obsequies to the Late President of 

the United States, at DeGive’s Opera 
House, on September 26th, 1681. 


— — 


InN response to hundreds of requests, we 
print in full Captain Jackson's admirable and 
eloquent address at the opera house. It is a 
remarkable piece of oratory, full of noble sen- 
timent, and will find wide circulation: 

Fifty millions of people,of every shade of po- 
litical opinion,of every phase of religious belief, 
descended from all nations‘of the the earth, 
inhabiting every section of this great republic, 
the mountains and the valleys, stand to-day 
before an open grave, with heads bowed in 
sorrow and humiliation—sorrow for greatness 
struck down at the very zenith of its glory— 
sorrow for the suffering widow and orphans--- 
humiliation for the stain upon their national 
Kife---lumiliation for the suddenly developed 
possibilities of their peculiar institutions.

fence, but that was fresh the clash 
of contending armies, the struggles of 
hostile factions, and the battle for national ex-

istence. But now, in 
peace, ina period of tinpararalleled national 
prosperity, at the very moment -when the 
bitterness between the sections, between the 
two great political parties, was at its lowest 
ebb. when the national sun was shining 
with peculiar brightness, when the goddess 
of liberty was radiant at the returning pros- 
perity and glory of her people, the head of 
the government dies at the hand of one of its 
citizens! That such an event, at such a time, 
should have produced ashock to the Ameri- 
can people, would be expected, but no such 
spectacle as is exhibited to-day, as has been 
observed for the last three months, could have 
been anticipated. What means it? 

It is due to the fact that the career of Pres- 
ident Gartield demonstrates to the American 
people, to the entire world, ina striking and 
dramatic manner, the possibilities of our in- 
stitutions both for the highest good and the 
direst evil. Whilst his life presents a most 
extraordinary illustration of what may 
be accomplished by the = individual 
man over adverse’ circumstances, under 
the benignant intluences of our governmental 
system, it places side by side with the mag- 
nificent example, the probable effect of popu- 
lar freedom, of political contention, upon a 
weak mindund a warped nature. Adverse 
circumstances, boldly met, grappled with from 
the cradle to the grave, and never more hero- 
ically than when life was on the wane, led 
Gartield from the plow to the presidency of a 
great and free people. The same circumsten- 
ces, operating upon a feeble brain and a 
diseased nature, led Guiteau from obscurity 
to the highest pinnacle of emblazonedinfamy, 
and have placed him upon the pages of his- 
tory, in conspicuous ae pai the sole 
assussin midst all the crime of the past, who, 
without cause or reasonable pretext, struck to 
the earth him whom fifty millions of freemen 
had voluntarily elevated tothe highest position 
The friend of republican institutions, as he 
conttmplates the dire tragedy, looking to the 
career otf the dead president, will exclainn, 
“Surely here is the perfection of government, 
because it permits the highest development of 
individual manhood in all the relations of 
life,’ whilst the creature of despotic power, 
beholding the assassin, will answer, ‘See the 
effect of too much freedom!” Whether 


Giuiteau was sane or insane, the force that sent.’ 


the fatal shot was political, and it was begot- 
ten by unholy party contention. Letus then, 
over this open grave, as we sadly deposit 
therein all that is left of the head of ourgreat 
republic, endeavor to carry out the work of 
conciliation which he himself had begun. 

In differences of political opinion, are we 
net, north and south, too intolerant, too vin- 
dic ive? The entire south is now mourning 
over the tragic death of one whom, a short 
time since, it regarded as but little less than 
anenemy. In this sad hour, how many a 
word unkindly spoken, how many a line un- 
kindly written, would we recall, but it is 
too late! Why cannot both sections appre- 
ciate the fact that God's sun shiftes over all, 
and that everywhere is to be found both good 
and evil? Let us realize that the mere fact 
that one differs with us in opinion dues not 
make him depraved, or authorize 
us to conclude that we stand upon a pinnacle 
of righteousness, whilst he isa son of Satan. 
However we may have differed in the past, it 
seems to be now conceded that the dead presi- 
dent was both a good and great man. Twenty 
years since, how was Abraham Lincoln re- 
garded amongst us? and yet to-day, however 
much we may have diflered with him in po- 
litical, Opinion, there is scarcely a southern 
man Who does not admit that he was both 
honest and great, and that his tragie fate 
was the greatest blow the south ever received. 
This intensity of political feeling is not pecu- 
liar to oursection; it is found also at the 
north, but let us now, in God's name, bury 
it forever. Differ men always will, but let them 
reason together, adapt the good and eschew 
the evil. The short . period of  Gar- 
field's administration demonstrated that 
he proposed to be the president of a free and 
united people, not of a party ora section, 
and it Was the firm manner in which he was 
developing this policy, operating upon a de- 
praved heart and feeble brain, that probably 
caused his death. Possibly, his tragic fate, 
the magnificent heroism exhibited in his last 
days, and the unspeakable anguish through 
which he passed, will accomplish more to- 
wards the softening of party spirit, the harmo- 
nizing of all sections, than he livingeould have 
m@ehieved. Then, indeed, his death has not 
been in vain! 

But the shot of the assassin has demon- 
strated one fact beyond all peradventure, the 
attachment of the people of the south to the 
federal union. Personally, they knew not 
the president, politically, they differed with 
him, and yet, when violence touched with 
profane hand the executive head of the gov- 
ernment, every man, woman and child cried 
out with indignation and humiliation. They 
prayed that he might rot prove to be a south- 
ern nin who thus stood forth before the civil 
ized world as the embodiment of lawlessness 
and crime, and for nearly three months 
they watehed with bated breath every bulle- 
tin that came from the chamber of death. It 
was demonstrated that however the people 
of this country might contend among them- 
selves, woe to him who touched with hostile 
hand any symbol of national sovereignty! 
Gartield no longer belonged alone to Ohio, 
the west, or the north—he was the president 
of a free and united people, and as the head 
of the government, every southern man felt 
that he was in part his representative—that to 
strike him was to strike the republic, and that 
when he fell “then you, and i" and all of us 
fell with him.”’ The bolt came from a clond- 
less sky and went straight to apreat nation’s 
heart. In the midst of joy an entire people 
was thrown inte mourning. Mysterious in- 
deed are the ways of Providence, and often 
past the understanding of mortals, but surely 
the great sacrifice will develop some good 
somewhere. A giant tree has fallen. but 
midst the crash of the elements and the fury 
of : the storm, it Voice is heard erying: 

Peace, » still, and quiet reigns, 
though an aching void be left. A brilliant 

star has trom the firmament, but its 
path upward hasillumined the world, and has 
shown to it, side by side, the heights of hu- 
man greatness and the depths of human de- 
pravity. <A great ruler iso more, but thanks 
gothe wisdem of our obetutharn peace and 


our power to honor his memory. 
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order still reign, though it be in the house of 
mourning. ‘ 

Most appropriate is it that here in Atlanta 
should these memorial services be held. She 
herself has felt the handof violence, but from 
the charred ashes of the past hasbeen evolved 
the spirit that has made her what she is to- 
day, and that is still looking to future devel- 
opment. She is the representative city of the 
new south, and itis meet that here should 
southern Howers be placed upon the bier of the 
dead president. We have done all that was in 
The capitol 
of our dear old state is draped in mourning,our 
streets wear the habiliments of sorrow, and 
the eolistenances of our people show that 
each has individually felt the cruel blow to the 
country. The name. of the heroic 
wife can scarcely be mentioned 
without the tear of sympathy, and the high- 
est evidence of our devotion is evinced by 
our realization that as her dead husband was 
a magnificent example of the individual de- 
velopment of nan under our institutions, so 
does she constitute a lovely illustration of the 
perfection of American womanhood. Well 
could she exclaim inher anguish why was 
thecruel blow inflicted upon her? but the 
answer can alone come trom the eternal 
throne of God. Fifty millions of devoted 
people bleed for her, and from the humble 
cabin of the former slave to the marble palace of 
wealth and power, swell up the wails of sym- 
pathy, as broad and as deep as humanity it-

Death approaching with solemn tread, the 
mind wandered and went back from the bed 
of torture to the happy home at Mentor;

and weary suffering,was but a step to the joys 
of heaven. 

President Garfield died at the highest pinna- 
cle of human greatness. Round by round he 
had mounted the ladder, the last of which 
rests upon the jasper pavements among the im- 
mortals, and as the orphan boy, with weary 
tread and many a fall, rose among the 
battlements of the golden city above the 
clouds, where all is sunshine and glory, it 
was duty that beckoned him onward, it was 
duty that urged him forward, and on the 
monumental shaft that a grateful country 
will erect to commemorate his services, no 
loftier inscription can be placed than that of 
“Duty fully performed.” , 
“Yet not to thine eternal resting-place 
Shalt thou retire alone, nor couldst thou wish 
Couch thore maguificent. Thou shalt lie down 
With patriarchs of the infant world—with kings, 
The powerful Of the earth—the wise, the good, 

Fuir forms—and hoary seers of ages past, 

Allin one mighty sepulchre. The hills, 

Rock-ribbed and ancient as the sun—the vales 

Stretching in pensive quietness between ; 

The venerable woods—rivers that move 

In majesty, and the complaining brooks 

That aa the meadows green; and poured round 
aiii, 

Old ocean's gray and melancholy waste— 

Are but the solemn decorations all 

Of the great tomb of man. The golden sun, 

The planets, all the infinite host of heaven, 

Are shining on the ead abodes of death, 

Through the still lapse of ages.’’ 

Around this bier are gathered the mighty soy- 
ereigns of the old world, and the sovereign 
people of the new, to do honor to departed 
greatness. But asthe mind glances down the 
Vista of the past, and sees the plow-boy at 
work on the farm, the tow-boy on the canal, 
the student at college, the soldier facing 
death for his country, the brilliant legislator 
and party leader, and, finally, the president of 
these United States, the question presents it- 
self, who more worthily wears the crown of 
immortality, the royal descendant of kimgs,or 
he whois the architect of his own fortunes? 
Kings and queens and princes do him honor 
now, and the American people are profoundly 
rrateful for the tribute, but methinks, as the 
mourners pass the bier, and each drops upon it 
the tear of sorrow, that the soul of the depart- 
ed plumes its pinions for a loftier flight, and 
rises toa higher pinnacle of joy, as it behold 
the former masterand slave, side’ by side, 
placing upon the tomb the emblem of hove 
and grief. 

Though the president be dead, thank God 
the republic still lives!’ The strain upon our 
institutions will teach us how to strengthen 
them, and as we, of all races and opinions, and 
conditions, pluck each a flower to place upon 
his bier from the laurel of the mountain to 
the lily of the valley, and the magnolia 
of the south, let us once = again 
realize that we are one people,. united not 
only in form, but by the harmonjuus opera- 
tion of common institutions, inherited fgom 
our revolutionary ancestry and sacred to us 
all. Could the mute lips of the dead presi- 
dent speak, he would tell us that his tragic 
fate had borne good. fruit, if it resulted in 
cementing by the renewed bonds of brotherly 
love the union of our forefathers, and as our 
noble country, purified by the suffering of 
the past, resumes her place at the head of the 
grand triumphal march of civilization, the 
American citizen, wherever his wanderings 
may lave carried him, whether from snow- 
capped Alps, or burning desert, or luxuriant 
tropic, will point with pride to the land of his 
birth and the institutions of his country.

QUINCY’S FATAL TORNADO. 


Almost the Entire City Devastated by the Storm.

path being over two milesin width. In point 
of loss of lhumaun lifeand destruction of prop- 
erty, it is the most serious disaster that ever 
occurred in Quincy. In North Front street 
the root of Joel Harris’s tobacco factory was 
torn off, and the upper part of the front wall 
blown in, carrying the tivors with it nearly to 
the basemynt. The list of Cusualties in this 
building “includes the following: Henry 
Woodhouse, a tobacco roller, was found in 
the debris dead; Wright Harris was taken out 
with some difficulty,and was found to be badly 
eut about the head, and also bruised 
about his legs; a boy named Bowen had one 
of his legs broken and the other badiy in- 
jured; Freddy Martian, son of Harry Martin. 
was caught between the timbers and badly 
bruised, but it is thought that no bones are 
broken; John Cole and Joseph Headlin were 
seriously injured about the head and shoul- 
ders. The other employes of the faetory 
Were more or less injured, but their names 
could not be learned, as they were taken out 
of the ruins by friends and hastily carried 
home. George Rupp, assistant engineer of 
the Castle mills, Who was sitting in the en- 
gine room: Window adjoining Harris’s tobacco 
factory, Was struck on the head by falling 
bricks and timrbers and severely hurt. A 
team of horses standing between the mill and 
the tobacco factory were killed. 

One of the most frightful disasters was at 
Bonnett, Duff & Co.'s foundry, which was al- 
most entirely demolished by the force of the 
wind. The roof was lifted bodily and dashed 
down through the building, the sides partly 
giving way, and the men at work being buricd 
in the debris without a moment's notice. 
Several mangled aud maimed bodies wére al- 
most hnmediately taken out of the ruins, but 
it was sometime before the extent of the 
calamity was made known. The killed at the 
foundry are Henry Ellery Brook, a bev: 
George Rowland, a married man, and Frank 
Smith, who died of his injuries-while being 
taken home. The injured are Lon Wilson, 
very badly hurt on the head and body; Kratz 
Buch, of St. Louis, arm broken; James Flem- 
ing, Seriously cut on the shoulders: Daniel 
Hardner, arm bruised and cut. 

At Comstock, Castle & Co’s foundry, further 
south on Front street, the roof was blown off 
and a portion of the side wall taken out. 
Fortunately nearly all the men escaped. 

The Eagte mills lost a portion of the roof.

all over the city and strewn over the streets 
and pavements. Thetelegraph and telephone 
wires were broken, twisted, and blown. away. 
The bridges on the roof of the telegraph offices 
were blown to the ground. 

The large front windows in the upper story 
of the Webster school building and a portion 
of the south wall was blown in as was also the 
second and third stories. A part of the roof 
of the Brothers’ school in East Quincy was 
blown off, and the fence on the south side 
blown down. Henry Corley’s handsome 
pleasure boat, the Daisy D., was swept to the 
water’s edge and the whole works carried 
away. Twoof the crew, who were trying to 
secure the boat, were carrid- overboard, but 
saved themselves from drowning. The roof 
of Steward’s large ice storehouse on the bay 
was blown off and much of the ice will be 
melted by the rain. 

The tornado seems to have been quite gen- 
eral throughout this section of the country. 
The telegraph lines are still down in all di- 
rections, making it almost impossible to get 
information concerning its course and the ex- 
tent of the damage done. The storm passed 
about three miles northeast of Clayton, in this 
county, sweeping barns, trees and fences 
before it. In Clayton signs, awnings, fences, 
and chimneys were blown down, but the 
village escaped the full fury of the storm. 
Continuing in a northeasterly direction, the 
storm struck the little village of Camden, 
fourteen miles from Clayton, demolishing it 
almost in an instant. There hardly a 
building left standing. All the telegraph wires 
between Clayton and Quincy were blown 
down. In Quincy four men were killed and 
twenty injured, several of whom are so badly 
hurt that itis thought they cannot recover. 
Dernard Binning, a carpenter, who was at 
work on the reot of St. Joseph’s church when 
it was blown off, fell a distance of sixty feet. 
He is so badly injured that itis thought he 
cannot live through the night. Mary Kiemke, 
one of the girls employed at Harris's tobacco 
factory, was taken out of the ruins with both 
legs broken. Itis thought that she is fatally 
injured. When the storm struck there were 
three small boats on the river opposite the 
city, all of which were overturned. The men 
were seen struggling in the water, but no in- 
formation concerning thei can be obtained, 
though all are reported drowned, 

Cnrcaco, September 27.—A dispatch from 
Rushville, IL, says thata cyclone laid deso- 
lute the village of Camden, 20 miles west, a 
place of several liundred inhabitants. The 
wife of Dr. Watts was killed instantly by the 
falling walls of her residence, but a child 
escaped withoutinjury. .There are only two 
houses in the place that have not been more 
or less injured. A two-story building, occupied 
as post-office and Masonic ball, was blown 
down and burned, entailing a of 
35,0000, A flouring mill was damaged 
to the amount of $2,500. The loss in the yil- 
lage is estimated at 340,000, The Metivodist 
and other Christian churches were completely 
demolished. Along the path of the storm 
dwelling houses and barns were torn down or 
hoisted from their foundations. Fences, or- 
chards, corn fields, and hard wood timber 
groves were levelled. Corn was blown out of 
the husk and scattered broadcast. The storm 
lasted only five minutes, but the loss to the 
farming community, within a radius of five 
miles, is placed at $150,000, 
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loss 


Hurricane in Elmira. 

Ei_MrraA, September 25.—A_ terrible hurri- 
cane, accompanied by rain, passed down this 
valley this afternoon about5o’clock. It lasted 
in this city less than ten minutes, but the de- 
vastation caused can only be measured by 
thousands of dollars, No street escaped from 
losing some of its fine shade trees. Many im- 
mense oak, elm and maple trees were snapped 
at the like pipe and hardly a 
street is passable because of the number of trees 
blown across them. The steeple of the Hed- 
ding Methodist chureh was blown across the 
street into a yard, the bell being carried into 
the middle of the street. <A portion of the 
roof of the First Presbyterian church was torn 
off, and the interior of the building was badly 
About two tons of brick were de- 
posited in the organ. ‘The tin roof was rolled 
up from the Rathbun house. Some of it was 
flung over in the street, and the rest piled up 
on the edge of the cornices. A whole roof 
from a large and tall building was lifted up, 
carried a hundred feet, and flung on top of a 
lower wooden building on another street. 
School house No. 2 was entirely wrecked. 
Portions of it were earried 300. feet away. 
Some of its roof timbers were thrown against 
a small brick block on the opposite side of the 
street, tearing it nearly down. The spire of a 
colored church was blown upon a house 
adjoining, and crushed it in. Bricks were 
fiving around like feathers during the 
storm. After it was over a -man 
counted from his door-yard twenty-seven 
ehimneys in hisimmediate neighborhood that 
had been blown over. 

Of the many tobacco sheds near the city, 
not one left standing, their open sides 
making them a prey to the wind. One of 
‘them, more than 250 feet In length, owned by 
“. S. Arnot, that was full of the recently 
gathered crop, was thrown flat to the ground. 
The hyss in the tobacco interest alone, one of 
the largest in this county, will be very large. 
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—Alexander Godey, the companion of Kit Car- 
son, is in Los Angeles, Cal, wondering at the 
changes that have taken place since his first visit in 
Isiv.

“I. Each application number representing 
an exhibit will be entitled to one pass. 

‘2. An agent employed to take charge of 
one or more exhibits is entitled to one pass 
only and his principal is not entitled to any. 

“3. Attendants required regularly for the 
eare of exhibits or tooperate machinery will 
receive passes On the following conditions:— 
First, they are not transferable; second, they 
are good for one daily admission only; third, 
if they ure lost, no duplicate will be issued.”’ 

We learn further fromthe same circular 
that no passes given by the different adminis- 
trative departments will be of any avail until 
they have been approved by the director gen- 
eral, also that When passes are ready for de- 
livery the director general will forward them 
to the department of admission, which will 
distribute them to exhibitors, and take re- 
ceipts therefor. Noexhibitors are entitled to 
passes during the entire period except those 
Whose goods require attention from the be- 
ginning to the close of the exposition. An 
exhibit in one of the special weekly exhibi- 
tions does not entitle the person who makes 
ittoaseason pass. The regulations do not 
permit the issuing of passes to visitors.
